BROWN EGGS OR WHITE EGGS? 



As the mayor. Dr. Boyd, remarked at the last 
town council meeting, a high tax rate is a bad 
advertisement for a town hoping for new citizens 
and new industries. Fortunately, compared with 
most towns, Newmarket's rate is not high. Never- 
theless, if it can be done without sacrificing 
important needs, it is a good thing to keep the 
rate low. Nevertheless, needs are needs, and if 
money doesn't come through the tax rate, it must 
come from the generosity of citizens. We like 
this idea of a tax on generosity. Like the income 
tax, it takes from those who have, but unlike the 
income tax it takes only from those who give 
gladly. Up in Orillia, for instance, where the tax 
rate is high, a newly organized parks board finds 
itself in need of funds. The logical source of 
money is the tax rate. But should the town council 
ask its industries, its unemployed home-owners 
and its poorly paid workmen to contribute toward 
the cost of beautifying the town and to pay the 
cost of establishing a motor camp (which is 
expected to carry itself after the initial out- 
lay)? The proposal has been made that the parks 
board be started off with a "birthday present" 
of $1,200, to be donated by the town's well-to-do, 
generous citizens, and the proposal was no sooner 
made than the first $100 was offered.

BELIEF ALLOWANCE 



We are becoming so used to the relief of 
unemployment that we have given up discussing 
two popular depression topics, first, the cause of 
unemployment, and, second, the sufficiency of 
relief allowances. We have become hopeless 
about the unemployment problem and callous 
about relief. The Huntsville Forester discusses 
the subject very fairly. Stating that relief allow- 
ances are not sufficient to live on, the Forester 
says that they are intended only as an aid to 
supplement other income. The individual is sup- 
posed to do something for himself, but, says the 
Forester, this is often impossible. A minimum 
income of $25 a week, the Forester says, is needed 
to provide a balanced diet and the bare necessities 
of life for a family of five, yet the government 
allowance for food is only $6. "It is seldom pos- 
sible," says the Forester, for the family to make 
up the difference. "The total on relief in Canada 
is estimated at close to one million. Back of this 
startling fact there is stark tragedy and hopeless
